receiving an indication of a request; 
upon receivinglhe indication, creating a request object; 
calling a method tjiethods of the request object to obtain the request at a port; 
and 

calling a first response method of the first handler object and passing it the 
request object to the fim handler object . 

8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 26 further comprising: 

calling a second response method of a second handler object in formulating 
the response wherein th e respoiis e method of the handler obj e ct calls a 
respond method of a second hanoJ e r . 

9. (Currently Amended) A method of aggregati\g content from various sources 
comprising: 

creating a first server with specified proWrties; 
waiting for a request for aggregated contqjt; 
creating a request object; 
calling the request object to obtain the request; 

calling a first handler object and passing to thAfirst handler object it the 

request object to respond to the request; 
calling a plurality of handler objects from the firstViandler object in order to 

respond to the request until a second handler abject of the plurality of 

handler objects returns an indication of respondmg; and 
modifying a properties object to coordinate informatiorryexchange with at least 

one of the plurality of handler objects.

method for performing an action actions based on a request object; and 
providing a properties object comprising containing information which may 
be used by the at least one or more handler object handlers .

on to respond to a request embodied in the request object.

processor within a computer, the computer program product comprising:

a request omect adapted configured to be called by the server object upon 
fef receivingVhe request requ e st s; 

a first at l e ast one or more handler object objects , configured to respond 
to the request using the request object each having a response method for 
performing actions based th e r e quest object ; and 

a properties objecl comprising containing information which may be used 
by the first at least on e or mor e handler object handlers , the server object, 
and the request object to respond to the request . 

18. (Currently Amended) The computer program product of claim 17 iS, wherein the 

first handler object objects is^afe configured adapted to call a second handler 
object other handler obj e cts . 

19. (Currently Amended) The computer program product of claim 17 wherein the the 

first handler object is ^e configured to modify the properties object and 
respond to the request requests oased on the properties object. 

20. (Currently Amended) A method of conrmrunicating with a device comprising: 

receiving an HTTP request from a lequester; 

extracting request information fromVhe HTTP request wherein the request 

information includes commands for interacting with the device; 
calling a handler object with the request information; 
invoking the commands on the device; 
receiving device information from the d^ice; and 
returning device information via HTTP to\he requester; 
wherein the handler object uses information from a properties object . 
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21. (New) TheYramework of claim 2, wherein the request object is configured to obtain 

and psu-se the request. 

22. (New) The framework of claim 3, wherein the first handler object is configured to use 

the second Handler object to respond to the request. 

23. (New) The frameworkVf claim 22, wherein the request object comprises information 

related to the request. 

24. (New) The framework of claim 6, wherein the modified request object is used by the 

second handler object\p respond to the request. 

25. (New) The framework of claim wherein the information related to the request is a 

name value pair. \ 



26. (New) The method of claim 7, further Comprising: 
formulating a response to the request.
